M. V. Council Rejects 


Closed Meet Request 


Mill Valley city council last night 
rejected a request by Mill Valley 
chamber of commerce for a closed 
meeting to discuss with c ha m b e r 
representatives the Northwestern 
Pacific track s situation. 
“It is not the practice of this 
council to hold closed meetings” 
Mayor Miriam Cummings declared. 
“If such a meeting is to be held it 
must be open to both the press and 
'the puMk ." 
“Why should tide be closed?” ask - 
Gordon Strawbridge. 


Jean Pierce, secretary-manager of 
the chamber of commerce, said she 
thought the request was being mis­ 
interpreted. “We just want to k now 
what is going on about the trades. 
No one seems to know.** 


Plan for a three-month park ­ 
ing meter moratorium in Mill 
Valley was defeated last night by 
a 4 to 1 vote when it became 
evident the moratorium could 
not become active soon enough 
to avoid running 
i n t o t he 
Christmas season. 
, 
The plan, proposed by directors of 
the Mill Valley chamber of com­ 
merce, was to have started August 
1 for » 0 days. One hour park ing 
would have been continued with a 
patrolman, riding a three wheel bi­ 
cycle, check ing for overtime park ers 
not only in the metered area but in 
other sections of the city, too. 
The chamber directors said they 
were proposing the plan because of 
complaints by both merchants and 
shoppers that the meters were hurt­ 
ing business. 
Mayor Miriam Cummings ques­ 
tioned the decline in business. She 
said the city sales tax figures for 
the first 11 months of the past fis­ 
cal year ex ceeded the entire 12 
months of the previous year. She 
also pointed out that free space pro­ 
vided by certain stores and the city 
went unused. 


MOVES ACCEPTANCE 
Councilman Zan Stark declared 
that “in view of the fact business 
people had ask ed for it and that 
it would cost the city only $1,800 in 
lost revenue (park ing meters bring 
in about $7,000 per year) I would 
favor the plan.” He moved it be ac­ 
cepted. 
Gordon Strawbridge said he was 
“somewhat sympathetic” to the idea 
and would second it to bring it of­ 
ficially before the council. 
However, Strawbridge proposed a 
compromise which met with some 
support from the council. He said he 
didn’t believe the fault lay entirely 
with the meters but with their use. 
He proposed starting them at noon 
on week days and 10 a.m. on Satur­ 
days instead of at 9 am. as they do 
now. This he believed, would en­ 
courage early morning shopping, in­ 
creasing business at that time and 
decreasing traffic later in the day. 


CHAMBER SPEAKERS 
George Foreman, vice chairman of 
the civic affairs committee of the 
chamber, and Jean Pierce, chamber 
secretary-snan&ger, spok e in behalf 
of the proposal. 
They pointed out the criticism of 
the meters is being widely heard and 
(hat all they were ask ing is a trial 
period without them. “It; may well 
be that the trial will convince the 
merchants the meters are really fine 
and we’ll end this* discontent for all 
time,” Foreman declared.^ 
Miss Pierce pointed out other cities 
are trying a moratorium; that El 
Cerrito is nearing the end of its 
90-day meter-free trial period.

BORN IN SAN RAFAEL 
Trumbull, born in San Rafael 
more than three quarters of a cen­ 
tury ago, was the son of Robert 
John and Elizabeth Trumbul!, pion­ 
eer Marinites who journeyed across 
the Isthmus of Panama in the early 
1860’s and finally settled in San Ra­ 
fael in 1868. 
His father set up a nursery and 
seed business, the former being the 
first enterprise of its type for San 
Rafael. 
After graduating from San Ra­ 
fael’s public schools, Trumbull mar­ 
ried his present wife, Edith, in 1900. 
In 1905 they moved to what is now 
Novato, and Trumbull’s career after 
that was closely link ed with the 
growth of a former Spanish land 
grant Into a community that num- 
4*bers over 4,000 residents today. 
In that year he became secretary- 
manager of the Novate Land Co., a 
large tract comprised of the former 
Sweetser-De Long holdings. Com­ 
pany officials start« ! subdividing 
the land Into homes and ranches In 
1910 and started the town of No­ 
vato on its wa y .

Assessment 
Ratios May 
Be Studied 


SACRAMENTO (IP) — The State 
Board of Equalization will meet here 
Monday perhaps to decide whether 
counties where the ratio of assessed 
valuation of property to its true 
value is low should be ordered to 
raise their assessments. 
The matter comes before the 
board each year. It has the power 
under the state constiution to equal­ 
ize assessments sdnong* the counties 
but hasn’t ex ercised the power since 
1937. 
There were warnings, however, 
during a long squabble a year ago 
that some action might be tak en 
this year. . 


SOLD LUMBER COMPANY 
Trumbull’s enterprises numbered 
a lumber company which he sold to 
Henry Hess before World War I, his 
large poultry ranch at Novato, and 
an insurance brok erage business 
which he operated at the northern 
Marin town until his death. 
The Novatan came to the public 
eye with the forming of the board 
that pl anne d. t he Golden Gate 
bridge. He sat on the board for a 
dozen years, serving as its vice presi­ 
dent during one period and as chair­ 
man o! its k ey finance committee.* 
In 1946 Trumbull was elected to 
the board of supervisors, succeeding 
the retiring R. A. Thompson* He 
easily won re-election in 1950. 
The late supervisor was also 
active in business, fraternal and 
church groups. 


SPEAKS OF WADING 
“I don’t think they have a sewage 
systenj at all out there,” Mrs. J. 
McWhorter of 1 Bret avenue de­ 
clared, “Why, we have to wade out 
in boots and dig drainage ditches, 
and still you can’t get the water out 
of there.” 
Mrs. Ruth A. Bell of Bret Harte 
Village complained that during the 
rainy period “my children have been 
k ept from attending school and my 
husband could not even come home 
at nights because of the high 
water.” 
* 
Board member George G. White- 
ley said he w^s sympathetic with the 
residents of that area but that a 
reduction in assessment there would 
mean that Kentfieid, Santa Vene- 
tia, etc. would have to be given the 
same reduction for the same reason. 
“A $300 value for a lot is about a s 
low as you can get,” he said, “and 
below that you don’t have any value 
at all.” 
A majority of the petitions this 
morning argued that last year the 
board of equalization had reduced 
assessment to what the petitioner 
considered a fair amount. Thor pro­ 
tested the increase in assessment 
made ever last year’s amount» __ 


STATEWIDE AVERAGE 
The board found in 1951 that the 
statewide average of the ratio of 
assessed to mark et value of property 
was 40 per cent. In one county it was 
only 24 per cent and 37 of the 58 
counties were below the average. 
The board itself assesses public 
utility property t hr oughout 
the 
state. The utilities then are tax ed at 
the local rate. 
Acting under a 1949 law, the hoard 
last year proposed to assess utility 
property at the statewide 40 per cent 
ratio. However, the attorney general 
held that a 1951 statute delaying the 
effective date of the earlier lav for 
two years was in effect. 
So the board ended up by assess­ 
ing the utilities at the traditional 
50 per cent of mark et value. 


COUNTIES NOT NAMED 
But, meanwhile, two members of 
the five man board had proposed 
going at the problem from the op­ 
posite angle — ordering the counties 
whose ratios were lowest to raise 
than. Two more members have 
since ex pressed similar sentiments. 
Board officials will not say which 
counties are assessing at below the 
state average this year but they in­ 
dicated that all but six of them have 
raised their assessments. 
A state Vide committee sponsored 
by the board could not agree on a 
formula for solving the complicated 
assessment problem. When it decid­ 
ed to stop trying last March chair­ 
man Jerrold L. Sea well of the 
Equalization Board blamed the “gas 
and electric companies and the 
telenhcne co mna ny .” 


POULTRY DIRECTOR 
For 25 years he was a director of 
the Poultry Producers of Central 
California, one of the largest groups 
of its k ind. He spent many years 
as a director of the Marin Municipal 
water district, as a member of the 
Redwood Empire association, and as 
an influential member of the Marin 
County Farm bureau. 
Trumbull was active in the Nova­ 
to chapter of ID.E.S., a Portuguese- 
American lodge group, and the 
Masonic orders. He was also a mem­ 
ber of the First Presbyterian church 
of San Rafael. 
Aside from his widow, Trumbull 
leaves a daughter, Mrs. Wilbur F. 
Kimball of Sacramento; a son, Rob­ 
ert H. Trumbull Jr. of Kentfieid; 
two sisters, Miss Vine Trumbull and 
Mrs. Jean T. Smith of Berk eley; 
three grandchildren, Robert Trum­ 
bull in, Edith Lynn Kimball, and 
Richard Kimball. 
His daughter-in-law, Ma r j or i e 
Trumbull of Kentfieid, is a well 
k nown bay area television personal­ 
ity.

What it mo re distasteful than finding y o ur- 
telf in a co ntro v ersy , lined up o n the side o f 
so me perso n o r g ro up fo r who m y o u hav e no 
respect at all? That is, finding y o urself as a 
matter o f rig ht v s. wro ng hav ing to o ppo se so me 
perso n o r g ro up who m y o u reg ard v ery hig hly 
because, at the mo ment, it is clear that they are 
making a wro ng mo v e? 
That is the distasteful po sitio n in which we 
find o urselv es as we analy ze the U. S. state de­ 
partment o rder pro hibiting the publicatio n 
and distributio n o f Red Russian pamphlets in 
*the U. S. A. 
Because we find o urselv es v iewing this state 
department o rder as a ho rrible bo ner, we like­ 
wise find o urselv es in the distasteful po sitio n 
o f defending Red Russia's rig ht to pro pag an­ 
dize the U. S. A. 
But we nev ertheless can NOT escape the 
co nv ictio n that the state department o rder 
lupressing these pamphlets is wro ng . 
First there is what o ne mig ht call the "mo ral 
law” that when o ne is wro ng fully attacked he 
sho uld "turn the o ther cheek" rather than 
strike back with an equally wro ng ful co unter­ 
attack. 
That, it seems to us, sho uld apply to the 
American-Russian pro pag anda battle. Russia, 
at we all kno w, has made a studied effo rt— 
and a hig hly successful o ne, to o -to keep Rus­ 
sian peo ple fro m g aining a true understanding 
o f America and its peo ple. Red Russia has 
acco mplished this, as we all kno w, by censo r­ 
ship and suppressio n. The o nly thing the 
pedple o f Russia kno w abo ut the United States 
o r its citizens is o nly what the Kremlin wants 
them to kno w fo r its o wn ev il purpo ses. 


That, o bv io usly , is wro ng ful. 
Because the So v iet g o v ernment, as mig ht well 
be ex pected, has steadily plug g ed the chinks in 
its armo r and little-by -little cut do wn o n the 
numbers o f the Russian-lang uag e mag azine 
"Amerika” which o ur state department was 
able to distribute in Russia, o ur state depart­ 
ment retaliated earlier this week with an o rder 
banning distributio n o f pamhplets by the Rus­ 
sian Embassy . 
This, it seems to us, is also wro ng ful. 
And we are reminded o f the o ld say ing that 


"two wro ng s do n't make a rig ht.” And we re­ 
luctantly o bserv e that it seems to apply in 
this case. 
Co mmenting o n the matter, Senato r Mundt 
o f So uth Dako ta said, in part, ", , , the Rus­ 
sians are afraid o f truth . , 
Which mo v es us to declare, "Americans 
aren't afraid o f untruths.” 
Our citizens aren't mo ro ns. When we sec 
a piece o f literature distributed by the Russian 
embassy , we kno w ho w to reg ard it. 
We Americans hav e intellig ence to judg e fo r 
o urselv es what we sho uld accept as truth and 
what we sho uld reject as untruth. We neither 
need no r want to hav e o ur g o v ernment decide 
what we o ug ht to be ex po sed to in the way o f 
info rmatio n, as the So v iet g o v ernment do es fo r 
the Russian peo ple. 
\V hat Winsto n Churchill, the o ld To ry , said 
in Co mmo ns the o ther day in defense o f free 
speech fo r the "red dean” o f Canterbury , it 
seems to us, applies equally in the matter o f 
the Russian Embassy 's distributio n o f pamph­ 
lets in this co untry : * 
"Free speech carries with it the ev il o f all the 
fo o lish, unpleasant and v eno mo us thing s that 
are said, but o n the who le we wo uld rather 
lump (British slang fo r suffer) them than do 
away with them. 
As we say , the same thing sho uld be said in 
o ur co untry in suppo rt o f o ur co nstitutio nal 
g uarantees to ho ld o pinio ns and ex press them 
in speech and in writing . 
We can’t help but feel that, unless o ur state 
department rescinds its o rder, it will be used 
by the Red pro pag anda machine to pro v erto 
the rest o f the wo rld that the peo ple o f the 
U. S. A. are captiv e, that freedo m do esn’t ex ist 
here, and that we kno w o nly what o ur g o v ern­ 
ment will let us kno w abo ut Russia. Which, o f 
co urse, is balo ney . <

WASHINGTON — “It’s up to 
you, b oss.” 
As simply as that leading Demo­ 
crats continue to place upon Pres­ 
ident Truman the b urden of de­ 
cision regarding the 1952 nomipee.

Both aims are dear to 
Harry Truman, a yellow-dog Dem­ 
ocrat in the southern sense which 
says the country just isn’t safe 
with Repub licans. 
The interested parties all want 
him to speak up and q uickly. A 
few in his personal circle think he 
can afford* to wait for a propitious 
moment after the convention b e­ 
gins to take shape. 
The President proved he could 
Tenominate himself in 1948. A 
fighting test will b e made of his 
ab ility to nominate another b y at 
least one candidate, Senator Ke- 
fauver. 


AVERELL HARRIMAN AND 
Senator Kerr cannot make it with­ 
out Mr. Truman’s intercession in 
their b ehalf. 
Senator Russell’s 
course would depend largely upon 
whom Truman chooses. If the 
President approved Kerr, who sides 
with the South on Tidelands, Clo­ 
ture, and Civil Rights, the Senator 
from Georgia could not protest too 
much. He presumab ly would b at­ 
tle a Harriman nomination to the 
finish. 
The President has already indi­ 
cated he opposes the vice presi­ 
dent’s candidacy. Presumab ly he 
opposes the speaker’s on much the 


same grounds of age. Connecticut 
will vote for its favorite son, Sen­ 
ator McMahon, b ut hi» illness has 
prevented his making an active 
b id. 
At some point in the convention, 
whatever Mr. Truman does, 
a 
white crested, Maine-b orn Quaker, 
his left arm rendered useless at 
Okinawa, Sen. Paul Douglas of Il­ 
linois will call upon the convention 
to repudiate dictation and nomi­ 
nate Senator Kefauver. 


HE MAY DO IT AFTER Cali­ 
fornia, fourth state on the roll 
call, yields to Tennessee so that 
Governor Browning may nominate 
Tennessee’s favorite son. Senator 
Douglas will make the principal 
seconding speech and main argu­ 
ment for his colleague. 
He will meet the assemb led dele­ 
gates, however, the first day, when 
he is scheduled to speak on foreign 
policy. If the reports to Washing­ 
ton of his popular standing are 
correct, he will get an ovation. 
Senator Douglas, in turn, will 
have a colleague from & pivotal 
state, Senator Moody of Michigan, 
watching for a moment when, if 
the Kefauver b anner falls, he can 
raise a Douglas one. 


SENATOR MOODY IS UP for 
re-election this fall. Both he and 
Michigan’s attractive young gov­ 
ernor, Mennen Williams, hew more 
closely to the Douglas line than to 
that of any avowed candidate; 
their fortunes are deeply involved 
in this year’s results and they will 
not yield lightly to 
a candidate 
who lacks appeal in their state. 
Senator Kefauver, should he 
face defeat, would naturally turn 
to his supporter, Douglas. 
His 
votes, more nearly than those of 
other candidates, are transferab le 
almost Intact. He also will b e un­ 
der no ob ligation to hold b ack for 
the elder statesmen now so de­ 
termined to b eat him. 
The Repub lican convention saw a 
revolt of youth. The Democrats 
conceivab ly may imitate it.

Innocent Bystanders Begin 
To Be Steel Strike Victims 
By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK UP)—Steel lab or- 
management feuding Is starting 
now to fell the Innocent b ystand­ 
ers in droves. 
That is why the pressure to end 
the strike is at last so strong— 
with Washington reportedly look­ 
ing on a price increase if the com­ 
panies and the unions can agree on 
wage hikes and'union working con­ 
ditions. 
Job s, pay checks, the goods you 
want to b uy and the military need 
to use—all are casualties now. 


EVEN IF THE STEEL strike 
—now in its seventh week—should 
b e settled at once, the toll among 
the users of steel may continue to 
climb for a time. Each week it 
isn’t settled will b e tougher than 
the last. 
Already around one and a half 
million workers art idle — with 
some 900,000 of them in industries 
that don’t make steel, b ut must 
have it to keep their factory doors 
open. Many other workers are on 
reduced work weeks. 
The total Is due to increase 
rapidly If industry’s steel stock­ 
piles continue to melt. Some 300,- 
000 auto workers will b e payless 
this week. Some say that almost 
all in the industry could b e b y the 
end of next week. 


IT WILL TAKE WEEKS — even 
with the strike ended—to get steel 
furnaces going tull tilt again, and 
to fill all the pipelines of specialty 
steels. 
It’s the shortage In one par­ 
ticular kind of steel or » another 
(not an over-all steel shortage) 
which is picking off steel-using 
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companies one b y one. That’s why 
times seem certain to b e tougher 
fcjr workers and management in 
other industries—even for a time 
alter the mills start up. 
The hoop-la in Chicago has 
dulled the picture of what is hap­ 
pening in steel. But last week the 
tempo of the assault on the na­ 
tion’s economy b y the long strike 
changed from slow time to on- 
the-doub le. 
It’s strangling first the factories 
that make a long list of the things 
you use — autos, tin cans, home 
appliances, farm machinery, rail 
eq uipment. 


LATER IT COULD HIT you. 
Supplies of consumer goods may 
b e high now, b ut they can’t last 
forever. And factories using steel 
may not get b ack on b alance again 
until late in the year. 
For six weeks Wall Street took 
the strike q uietly and stock prices 
held up. The Street figured six 
weeks as the deadline for feeling 
the real pinch. Many in the Street 
held that the strike was just re­ 
ducing any threats of surplus in 
some kinds of steel. 
They argued that the cost of 
the strike in loss of steel output 
and close-down expenses was com­ 
ing in large part out of steel earn­ 
ings that would otherwise b e 
tapped b y the treasury as “excess 
profits.” 


WHY CAN’T FACTORIES, short 
of one steel part, go right on mak­ 
ing a truck, say, and store it until 
such time as—with the strike end­ 
ed—the particular steel part is 
again availab le? . 
International Harvester — which 
has 17 of its 22 plants closed b e­ 
cause parts suppliers are short of 
steel—says that if it went on mak­ 
ing and storing uncompleted trucks 
for one month, it would have 20 
million dollars tied up in things it 
couldn’t sell. It says it can’t do 
b usiness that way. 
Auto makers and their parts 
suppliers are among those worse 
hit—and just at the time of their 
b est gelling season, when they’d 
like to b e going full b last. 
The railroads, with many work­ 
ers idled as a result of the steel 
strike, r e po r t carloadings the 
lowest since 1934, with the steel 
stoppage getting most of the 
b lame.

Tinplate shortages, the govern­ 
ment fears, might so cripple the 
canning industry that a major part 
of perishab le fruit and vegetab le 
crops could b e lost. 


FAY LOSSES TO WORKERS 
mount Steel management esti­ 
mates that steel strikers lost 300 
million dollars in the first six 
weeks.

Nationalists 
Quit Olympics 
As Reds OK'd 


Beef. Arises As Board 
Admits Both Factions

HELSINKI (U.P.) — The Internationa! Olympic committee 
v oted today to admit both Red and Nationalist China to the 1952 
games, but the Nationalists withdrew from competition in protest. 
The IOC thought it had solv ed the greatest problem 
confronting the current games whcri+

it took in the riv al factions. The 
Chinese 
Nationalists bitterly 
de­ 
nounced the decision, howev er, and 
pulled out. 
They had accused the Reds of im­ 
prisoning and perhaps killing their 
Olympic committee chairman. Un­ 
der those circumstances, they said, 
they would not compete against the 
Communists. 
The International committee said 
it would take in the riv al factions 
because the aim of the Olympics 
was to permit the youth of all na­ 
tions to v ie on the athletic field. 
Olympic Chancellor Otto Mayer 
said, “ we want youth to be together 
and fraternize. We are v ery satisfied 
the Chinese situation was solv ed." 


NATIONALISTS PULL OUT 
Solv ed? Gunshun Ho, the Chinese 
Nationalist representativ e, didn’t see 
it that way. He conferred for half an 
hour with his colleagues, then pulled 
out. 
“ The decision of the IOC was 
completely in defiance of its charter 
and has broken the tradition of the 
Olympic games," he said. 
He maintained that the National­ 
ist committee had been recognized 
in past years by the IOC. The Red 
committee had not. 
Gunson said, howev er, that the 
Nationalists were pulling out of the 
current games only. They will re­ 
main within the IOC, reserv ing their 
rights “ as the only legal and recog­ 
nized Chinese Olympic committee." 
SPORTS COLD WAR 
The decision came in answer to 
one of the two largest political prob­ 
lems facing the Olympics in sport’s 
v ersion of the cold war. The other 
problem — whether to let both east 
and west Germany participate — 
will be decided tomorrow. 
The IOC v oted to let the Reds 
into the 1952 
games 
after 
the 
Chinese Nationalist spokesman ac­ 
cused the Communists of kidnaping 
and perhaps murdering their Olym­ 
pic chairman. 
Otto Mayer, chancellor of the In­ 
ternational Olympic committee, an­ 
nounced the decision. “ We thought 
that the fundamental rule of the 


Olympic games is to bring the youth 
of the world together,” he said. 
The v ote was 33 to 20 in fav or of 
admitting both sides. 


CAGE PAIRINGS LISTED 
The issue broke into the open 
early this week when the basketball 
pairings were announced with both 
the Red and Nationalist Chinese 
factions listed. It was then rev ealed 
that the Red Chinese had not offic­ 
ially qualified their Olympic com­ 
mittee. So the IOC executiv e com­ 
mittee threw the problem into the 
hands of the parent organization. 
The session today was dramatic— 
and more like a meeting of the 
United Nations than of a sports or­ 
ganization. Gunson Ho, representing 
the Chinese Nationalist committee, 
charged that the Reds had killed or 
imprisoned Prof. Show Ti Tung, 
president of the Chinese Nationalist 
Olympic committee. He said also 
that the Chinese Communists had 
forged Tung’s name to an applies« 
tlon for the Red Chinese to com­ 
pete. 
In the discussion that followed, 
there 
were three factions: 
One 
wanted 
to 
admit 
both 
Chinese 
groups; one wanted to choose be­ 
tween them; and the third wanted 
both barred.

Meter 'Death' 
Voted Down 
n Mill Valley 


Parking Meters Will 
Stay; Proposal 
Close To Yule Season 


Plan for a three-month park­ 
ing meter moratorium in Mill 
Valley was defeated last night by 
a 4 to 1 vote when it became 
evident the moratorium could 
not become active soon enough 
to avoid running i n t o th e 
Christmas season. 
, 
The plan, proposed by directors of 
the Mill Valley chamber of com-’ 
mtrce, was to have started August 
1 for 90 days. One hour parking 
would have been continued with a 
patrolman, riding a three wheel bi­ 
cycle, checking tor overtime parkers 
not only to the metered area but in 
other sections of the city, too. 
The chamber directors said they 
were proposing the plan because of 
complaints by both merchants and 
shoppers that the meters were hurt­ 
ing business. 
Mayor Miriam Cummings ques­ 
tioned the decline to business. She 
said the city sales tax figures for 
the first 11 months of the past fis­ 
cal year exceeded the entire 12 
months of the previous year. She 
also pointed out that free space pro­ 
vided by certain stores and the city 
went unused. 


MOVES ACCEPTANCE 
Councilman Zan Stark declared 
that "in view of the fact business 
people had asked for it and that 
it would cost the city only $1,800 to 
lost revenue (parking meters bring 
in about $7,000 per year) I would 
favor the plan.” He moved it be ac­ 
cepted. 
Gordon Strawbridge said he was 
"somewhat sympathetic” to the idea 
and would second it to bring it of­ 
ficially before the council. 
However, Strawbridge proposed a 
compromise which met with some 
support from the council. He said he 
didn’t believe the fault lay entirely 
with the meters but with their use. 
He proposed starting them at noon 
on weekdays and 10 am. on Satur­ 
days instead of at 9 am. is they do 
now. This he believed, would en­ 
courage early morning shopping, in­ 
creasing business at that time and 
decreasing traffic later in the day. 


CHAMBEE SPEAKERS 
George Foreman, vice chairman of 
the civic affairs committee of the 
chamber, and Jean Pierce, chamber 
secretary-man&ger, spoke to behalf 
of the proposal. 
They pointed out the criticism of 
the meters is being widely heard and 
(hat all they were asking is a trial 
period without them. “It* may well 
be that the trial will convince the 
merchants the meters are really fine 
and well end this’ discontent for all 
time,” Foreman declared. 
Miss Pierce pointed out other cities 
are trying a moratorium; that El 
Cerrito is nearing the end of its 
, 90-day meter-free trial period. 


MANY FAVOR METERS 
Several members of the audience 
joined in the discussion practically 
all of them favoring the meters. No 
businessman was present to protest 
in person. This was remarked about 
by Mayor Cummings who said it 
“would be helpful if merchants or 
shoppers would write to or appear 
in person with their complaints and 
give us some figures to go on.” 
Death blow to the plan was City 
Attorney Tom Nelson's estimate it 
would tato until late August to make 
the moratorium legally effective. 
This would take the meter-free time 
nearly to December. 
‘Td hate to see the Lytton Square 
am without the meters around 
Christmas time,” Strawbridge de­ 
clared. Only Stark voted for the 
moratorium. 
In dosing the discussion, Mayor 
Cummings told the chamber repre­ 
sentative the vote was “not a per- 
sonal rejection for either the plan 
or the chamber,” 
No action was taken cm Straw- 
brtdge’s compromise proposal.

Assessment 
Ratios May 
Be Studied 


SACRAMENTO VP) — The State 
Board of Equalization will meet here 
Monday perhaps to decide whether 
counties where the ratio of assessed 
valuation of property to its true 
value is low should be ordered to 
raise their assessments. 
The matter comes before toe 
board each year. It has toe power 
under toe state consriution to equal­ 
ize assessments adnong toe counties 
but hasn’t exercised the power since 
1937. 
There were warnings, however, 
during « long squabble a year ago 
that some action might be taken 
this year. . 


STATEWIDE AVERAGE 
The board found in 1951 that the 
statewide average of toe ratio of 
assessed to market value of property 
was 40 per cent. In one county it was 
only 24 per cent and 37 of the 58 
counties were below toe average. 
The board itself assesses public 
utility property t h r o u g h o u t toe 
state. The utilities then are taxed at 
the local rate. 
Acting under a 1949 law, the board 
tost year proposed to assess utility 
property at toe statewide 40 per cent 
ratio. However, the attorney general 
held that a 1951 statute delaying the 
effective date of the earlier tow for 
two years was in effect. 
So toe board ended up by assess­ 
ing the utilities at the traditional 
50 per cent of market value. 


COUNTIES NOT NAMED 
But, meanwhile, two members of 
the five man board had proposed 
going at the problem from toe op­ 
posite angle *— ordering the counties 
whose ratios were lowest to raise 
them. Two more members have 
since expressed similar sentiments. 
Board officials win not say which 
counties are assessing at below toe 
state average this year but they in­ 
dicated that all but six of them have 
raised their assessments. 
A statewide committee sponsored 
by the board could not agree on a 
formula for solving the complicated 
assessment problem.

BORN IN SAN RAFAEL 
Trumbull, bom in San Rafael 
more than three quarters of a cen­ 
tury ago, was the son of Robert 
John and Elizabeth Trumbulf, pion­ 
eer Marinites who journeyed across 
the Isthmus of Panama in toe early 
1860’s and finally settled in San Ra­ 
fael in 1868. 
His father set up a nursery and 
seed business, toe former being toe 
first enterprise of its type for San 
RafaeL 
After graduating from San Ra­ 
fael’s public schools, Trumbull mar­ 
ried his present wife, Edith, in 1900. 
In 1906 they moved to what is now 
Novato, and Trumbull’* career after 
that was closely linked with toe 
growth of « former Spanish land 
grant into « community that num- 
^bers over 4,000 residents today. 
In that year he became secretary- 
manager of toe Novate Land Co., a 
large tract comprised of toe former 
Sweetser-De Long holdings. Com­ 
pany officials started subdividing 
the land into homes and ranches in 
1910 and started the town of No­ 
vato on its way. 


SOLD LUMBER COMPANY 
Trumbull's enterprises numbered 
a lumber company which he sold to 
Henry Hess before World War I, his 
large poultry ranch at Novato, and 
an insurance brokerage business 
which he operated at the northern 
Marin town until his death. 
The Novatan came to the public 
eye with the forming of toe board 
that p l a n n e d . t o e Golden Gate 
bridge. He sat on the board for a 
dozen years, serving as its vice presi­ 
dent during one period and as chair­ 
man o! its key finance committee. 
In 1946 Trumbull was elected to 
the board of supervisors, succeeding 
the retiring R. A. Thompson# He 
easily won re-election in 1950. 
The late supervisor was also 
active in business, fraternal and 
church groups. 


POULTRY DIRECTOR 
For 25 year* he was a director of 
the Poultry Producers of Central 
California, one of toe largest groups 
of its kind. He spent many years 
as a director of toe Marin Municipal 
water district, as a member of toe 
Redwood Empire association, and as 
an influential member of the Marin 
County Farm bureau. 
Trumbull was active in toe Nova­ 
to chapter of IDJEJ9., a Portuguese- 
American lodge group, and toe 
Mmmifl orders. He was also a mem­ 
ber of the First Presbyterian church 
of San Rafael. 
Aside from his widow, Trumbull 
leaves a daughter, Mrs. Wilbur F. 
Kimball of Sacramento; a son, Rob­ 
ert H. Trumbull Jr. of Kentfield; 
two sisters, Miss Vine Trumbull and 
Mrs. Jean T. Smith of Berkeley; 
three grandchildren, Robert Trum­ 
bull m , Edith Lynn Kimball, and 
Richard Kimball. 
His daughter-in-law, M a r j o r i e 
Trumbull of Kentfield, Is a well 
known bay area television personal­ 
ity.

The dental and medical profes­ 
sions, the United States p u b l i c 
health service and other organisa­ 
tions devoted to the betterment of 
public health have given their un­ 
qualified endorsement to fluorida­ 
tion as a measure which helps pre­ 
vent tooth decay In children, Dr, 
Rideout odd • 


The opinion of the San Francisco 
attorney follows closely a ruling 
fn «*« Diego by superior 
court Judge Dean Sherry. He ruled 


that fluoridation did not constitute 
mass medication, did not violate 
freedom of religion and did not in­ 
vade an individual's constitutional 
rights. He said that the facts to evi­ 
dence 
demonstrated 
convincingly 
that the adoption of the flourida- 
tion program for San Diego was a 
valid measure for the welfare of the 
community. 


The San Francisco attorney found 
that the fluoridation of San Fran­ 
cisco’s water was not in violation of 
the California constitution and did 
not violate the states health and 
safety code.

San Francisco's fluoridation plans 
are now nearing completion and on 
August 15, water supplied to 80 per 
cent of the city’s homes will be 
treated to a ratio of one part fuor- 
ide to one million parts water.

But we nevertheless can NOT escape the 
conviction that the state department order 
•upressing these pamphlets is wrong. 
First there is what one might call the **moral 
law" that when one is wrongfully attacked he 
should “ turn the other cheek” rather than 
strike back with an equally wrongful counter­ 
attack. 
That, it seems to us, should apply to the 
American-Russian propaganda battle. Russia, 
as we all know, has made a studied effort— 
and a highly successful one, too—to keep Rus­ 
sian people from gaining a true understanding 
of America and its people. Red Russia has 
accomplished this, as we all know, by censor­ 
ship and suppression. The only thing the 
pcdple of Russia know about the United States 
or its citizens is only what the Kremlin wants 
them to know for its own evil purposes. 


That, obviously, is wrongful. 


Because the Sov iet government, as might well 
be expected, has steadily plugged the chinks in 
its armor and little*by-little cut down on the 
numbers of the Russian-language magazine 
“Amerika" which our state department was 
able to distribute in Russia, our state depart­ 
ment retaliated earlier this week with an order 
banning distribution of pamhpleu by the Rus­ 
sian Embassy. 


This, it seems to us, is also wrongful. 
And we are reminded of the old saying that 


“ two wrongs don*t make a right." And we re- 
lucuntiv observe that it seems to apply in 
this case. 
Commenting on the matter, Senator Mundt 
of South Dakota said, in part, ”, , . the Rus­ 
sians are afraid of truth . . 
Which moves us to declare, “Americans 
aren’t afraid of untruths." 
Our citizens aren’t morons. When we see 
a piece of literature distributed by the Russian 
embassy, we know how to regard it. 
We Americans have intelligence to judge for 
ourselves what we should accept as truth and 
what we should reject as untruth. We neither 
need nor want to have our government decide 
what we ought to be exposed to in the wav of 
information, as the Soviet government does for 
the Russian people. 
What Winston Churchill, the old Tory, said 
in Commons the other dav in defense of free 
speech for the "red dean" of Canterbury, it 
seems to us, applies equally in the matter of 
the Russian Embassy** distribution of pamph­ 
lets in this country: 
“Free speech carries with it the evil of all the 
foolish, unpleasant and venomous things that 
are said, but on the whole we would rather 
lump (British slang for suffer) them than do 
away with them. 
As we say, the same thing should be said in 
our country in support of our constitutional 
guarantees to hold opinions and express them 
in speech and in writing. 
We can’t help but feel that, unless our state 
department rescinds its order, it will be used 
by the Red propaganda machine to prove to 
the rest of the world that the people of the 
U. S. A. are captive, that freedom doesn’t exist 
here, and that we know only what our govern­ 
ment will let us know about Russia. Which, of 
course, is baloney.

WASHINGTON — “It s up to 
you, boss.” 
As simply as that leading Demo­ 
crats continue to place upon Pres­ 
ident Truman the burden of de­ 
cision regarding the 1852 nominee. 
Their pressure for an answer is 
increasing as the national conven­ 
tion draws nearer. 
Middlemen between the various 
candidates and the President—a 
•elect 
and 
highly 
competitive 
group—all report that they have 
not got an answer. None has given 
up. 


IT IS UNDERSTANDABLY hard 
for the President to make up his 
mind. For the sake of his place in 
history, he must have a staunch 
defender of his record. For the 
sake of his party he must have a 
winner. Both alms are dear to 
Harry Truman, a yellow-dog Dem­ 
ocrat in the southern sense which 
says the country just isn’t safe 
with Republicans. 
The interested parties all want 
him to speak up and quickly. A 
few in his personal circle think he 
can afford to wait for a propitious 
moment after the «invention be­ 
gins to take shape. 
The President proved he could 
renominate himself in 1848. A 
fighting test will be made of his 
ability to nominate another by at 
least one candidate, Senator Ke- 
fauver. 


AVERELL HARRIMAN AND 
Senator Kerr cannot make it with­ 
out Mr. Truman’s intercession in 
their behalf. 
Senator Russell’s 
course would depend largely upon 
whom Truman chooses. If the 
President approved Kerr, who sides 
with the South on Tidelands. Clo­ 
ture, and Civil Rights, the Senator 
from Georgia could not protest too 
much. He presumably would bat­ 
tle a Harriman nomination to the 
finish. 
The President has already indi­ 
cated he opposes the vice presi­ 
dent’s candidacy. Presumably ha 
opposes the speaker's on much the 


same grounds of age. Connecticut 
will vote for its favorite eon, Sen­ 
ator McMahon, but his illness has 
prevented his making an active 
bid. 
At some point in the convention, 
whatever Mr. Truman does, a 
white crested, Maine-born Quaker, 
his left arm rendered useless at 
Okinawa, Sen. Paul Douglas of Il­ 
linois will call upon the convention 
to repudiate dictation and nomi­ 
nate Senator Kefauver. 


HE MAY DO IT AFTER Cali­ 
fornia, fourth state on the roll 
call, yields to Tennessee so that 
Governor Browning may nominate 
Tennessee’s favorite son. Senator 
Douglas wiH make the principal 
seconding speech and main argu­ 
ment for his colleague. 
He will meet the assembled dele­ 
gates, however, the first day, when 
he is scheduled to speak on foreign 
policy. If the reports to Washing­ 
ton of his popular standing arc 
correct, he wUl get an ovation. 
Senator Douglas, In turn, will 
have a colleague from a pivotal 
state, Senator Moody of Michigan, 
watching lor a moment when, if 
the Kefauver banner falls, he can 
raise a Douglas one. 


SENATOR MOODY IS UP for 
re-election this fall. Both he and 
Michigan’s attractive young gov­ 
ernor, Mennen Williams, hew more 
closely to the Douglas line than to 
that of any avowed candidate; 
their fortunes are deeply involved 
in this year’s results and they will 
not yield lightly to a candidate 
who lacks appeal in their state. 
Senator Kefauver, should he 
face defeat, would naturally turn 
to his supporter, Douglas. His 
votes, more nearly than those of 
other candidates, are transferable 
almost intact. He also will be un­ 
der no obligation to hold back for 
the elder statesmen now so de­ 
termined to beat him. 
The Republican convention sa w a 
revolt of youth. The Democrats 
conceivably may imitate it.

EVEN nr THE STEEL strike 


—now in its seventh week—should 
be settled at once, the toll among 
the users of steel may continue to 
climb for a time. Each week it 
isn’t settled will be tougher than 
the last. 
Already around one and a half 
million workers are idle — with 
some 800,000 of them in industries 
that don't make steel, but must 
have it to keep their factory doors 
open. Many other workers are on 
reduced work weeks. 
The total is due to increaa# 
rapidly if industry’s steel stock­ 
piles continue to melt. Some 300,- 
000 auto workers wUl be payless 
this week. Some sty that almost 
XU in the Industry could b* by the 
end of next week. 


IT WILL TAKE WEEKS — even 
with the strike ended—to get steel 
furnaces going lull tilt again, and 
to fill all the pipelines of specialty 


It’s the shortage in on* par­ 
ticular kind of steel or «another 
(not an over-all steel shortage) 
which i* picking off steel-using 
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companies one by one. That’s why 
times seem certain to be tougher 
for workers and management in 
other industries—even for a time 
titer the mills start up. 
The hoop-la in Chicago has 
dulled the picture of what is hap­ 
pening in steel. But last week th* 
tempo of the assault on the na­ 
tion’s economy by the long strike 
changed from slow time to on- 
the-double. 
It’s strangling first the factories 
that make a long list of the things 
you use — autos, tin cans, home 
appliances, farm machinery, rail 
equipment. 


LATER IT COULD HIT you. 
Supplies of consumer goods may 
be high now, but they can t last 
forever. And factories using steel 
may not get back on balance again 
untU late in the year. 
For six weeks Wall Street took 
the strike quietly and stock prices 
held up. The Street figured six 
weeks as the deadline for feeling 
the real pinch. Many in the Street 
held that the strike was just re­ 
ducing any threats of surplus in 
some kinds of steel. 
They argued that the cost of 
the strike in loss of steel output 
and close-down expenses was com­ 
ing in large part out of steel earn­ 
ings that would otherwise be 
tapped by the treasury as "excess 
profits.” 


WHY CAN’T FACTORIES, short 
of one steel part, go right on mak­ 
ing a truck, say, and store it until 
such time as—with the strike end­ 
ed—th* particular steel part Is 
again available? 
International Harvester — which 
has 17 of its 32 plants closed be­ 
cause parts suppliers are short of 
steel--says that if it went on mak­ 
ing and storing uncompleted trucks 
for one month, it would have 20 
million dollars tied up in things it 
couldn’t sell. It says it can t do 
business that way. 
Auto makers and their parts 
suppliers are among those worse 
hit—and just at tbs time of their 
best selling season, when they’d 
like to be going full Mast. 
The railroads, with many work­ 
ers idled as a result of the steel 
strike, r e p o r t car loadings the 
lowest since 1934, with the steel 
stoppage

Tinplate shortages, the govern­ 
ment fears, might so cripple the 
canning industry that a major part 
of perishable fruit and vegetable 
crops could be lost.

Nationalists 
Quit Olympics 
As Reds OlCd 


Beef Arises As Board 
Admits Both Factions 


By LEO HL PETERSEN 
HELSINKI (U.R) — The International Olympic committee 
voted today to admit both Red and Nationalist China to the 1952 
games, but the Nationalists withdrew from competition in protest. 
The IOC thought it had solved the greatest problem 
confronting the current pones when 4»-------------------- ------------------------- 
it took in the rival factions. The 
Chinese Nationalists bitterly de­ 
nounced the decision, however, and 
pulled out. 
They had accused the Reds of im­ 
prisoning and perhaps killing their 
Olympic committee chairman. Un­ 
der those circumstances, they said, 
they would not compete against the 
Communists. 
The International committee said 
it would take in the rival factions 
because the aim of the Olympics 
was to permit the youth of all na­ 
tions to vie on the athletic field, 
Olympic Chancellor Otto Mayer 
said, “we want youth to be together 
and fraternise. We are very satisfied 
the Chinese situation was solved.** 


NATIONALISTS PULL OUT 
Solved? Gunshun Ho, the Chin«« 
Nationalist representative, didn’t see 
it that way. He conferred for half an 
hour with his colleagues, then pulled 
out. 
“The decision of the IOC was 
completely in defiance of its charter 
and has broken the tradition of the 
Olympic gam«,** he said. 
He maintained that the National­ 
ist committee had been recognized 
in past years by the IOC. The Red 
committee had not. 
Gunson said, however, that the 
Nationalists were pulling out of the 
current gam« only. They will re­ 
main within the IOC, reserving their 
rights “as the only legal and recog­ 
nized Chinese Olympic committee.” 
SPORTS COLD WAR 
The decision came in answer to 
one of the two largest political prob­ 
lems facing tiie Olympics in sport’s 
version of the cold war. The other 
problem — whether to let both east 
and w «t Germany participate — 
will be deckled toiporrow. 
The IOC voted to let the Reds 
into the 1952 gam« after the 
Chinese Nationalist spokesman ac­ 
cused the Communists of kidnaping 
and perhaps murdering their Olym­ 
pic chairman. 
Otto Mayer, chancellor of the In­ 
ternational Olympic committee, an­ 
nounced the decision. “We thought 
that the fundamental rule of the 


Olympic gam« is to bring the youth 
of the world together ” he said. 
The vote was 33 to 26 in favor of 
admitting both sides. 


CAGE PAIRINGS LISTED 
£ 
The issue broke into the open 
early this week when the basketball 
pairings were announced with both 
the Red and Nationalist Chinese 
factions listed, It was then revealed 
that the Red Chinese had not offic­ 
ially qualified their Olympic com­ 
mittee. So the IOC executive com­ 
mittee threw the problem into the 
hands of the parent organization. 
The session today was dramatic— 
and more like a meeting of the. 
United Nations than of a sports or­ 
ganization. Gunson Ho, representing 
the Chinese Nationalist committee, 
charged that the Reds had killed or 
Imprisoned Prof. Show Ti Tung, 
president of the Chinese Nationalist 
Olympic committee. He said also 
that the Chinese Communists had 
forged Tung’s name to an applica« 
tion for the Red Chinese to com­ 
pete. 
In the discussion that followed, 
there were three factions: One 
wanted to admit both Chinese 
groups; one wanted to choose be­ 
tween them; and the third wanted 
both birred.

of the city in the time of Louis XV 
and Demarks, the old town on the 
right bank of the Seine river. This 
but a rather short distance, as 
Rue Royale is only a few blocks 
ong—however, it is a gay, colorful 
street, with many very lovely window 
displays, colorful sidewalk cafes, 
rinffnt* and — 
of Merry 
Widow fame, is here situated, as 
well as several of the well known 
perfumers. To the right, a few steps 
from the end of Rue Royale, is the 
American Embassy, where I plan 
yjo attend a reception for Americans 
n Paris. Four thousand Americans 
attended this affair, last year. It’s a 
wonderful way to see who’s in town— 
uut—on with my wanderings. 
Down Rue Royale but a short way 
is Rue Hi v all, bounded on one side 
by beautiful gardens, called *Tui- 
teries” and on the other, by arcades, 
stretchbig for blocks, and housing a 
myriad of small, exclusive ¿tops, dis­ 
playing the most enticing merchan­ 
dise — from beautifully d r e s s e d 
French dolls to Suika ties, for here, 
is the headquarters of that company. 
Turning left, at Rue Castiglioni, also 
lined With fascinating shops, is the 
Hotel Continental, with it’s open 
court, and many colorful parasols 
over Inviting tea tables, which 
proved too much of a temptation. 
'PLACE VENDOME* 
Ong square farther along, is Place 
Vendome, known as the most 
fashionable shopping center, and 


partly Japanese—partly Hawaiian, 
and also desert, with cacti, etc. One 
wonders fust what they intended 
unless it was to convey the fact 
that they carried flowers from all 
parts of the world« 
Place Vendome is a large, beau­ 
tifully cobbled square, in the center 
of which stands an immense column 
(an imitation of Trajan’s Column) 
round which runs a spiral of bai- 
reUefs in bronze, melted down from 
the cannons taken by Napoleon, in 
his many conquests and depicting 
the incidents in his 
Atop this, is a statue of Napoleon, 
as a Roman Emperor. The large 
buildings around this square are 
built in continuation, and are a! the 
Louis XV architecture, designed by 
J. Hardouin-Mansart, the brilliant 
architect of Versailles, and the Dome 
des Invalids (which is the tomb of 
Napoleon) and were originally the 
residences of the Elite of Paris, later 
having been taken over «by the afore­ 
mentioned business establishments. 
From Place Vendome to l’Opera, 
the street is named Rue de la Pahc, 
and here, one finds the worlds most 
noted jewelers as well as some of the 
most famous modistes. It is said to 
be the most famous street in the 
world—but not the most beautiful, 
however, for Princess Street of Edin­ 
burgh takes a bow to that distinc­ 
tion. 
• 
Exhausted, I cut through a narrow 
side street to my hotel — foot-sore 
and weary—but after succeeding in 
NOT drowning in my huge tub, for 
half an hour, more or less, I was 
fit as & fiddle and. ready for a good 
steak dinner.

Retail Eggs, Frying 
Chickens Rise Again 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Retail egg prices climbed sharply 
again this week. Frying chickens 
and several popular cuts of meat 
advanced a lew cents a pound in 
many markets. 
Food price reductions w&e con­ 
fined largely to a handful of fresh 
fruits and vegetables and to shop­ 
ping specials. 
Top grade eggs went up 3 to as 
much as 10 cents a dozen compared 
with last week. Dealers said heat 
waves in several important poultry 


sections had killed many laying 
hens, slowed production generally, 
and made it hard to maintain top 
egg quality in transit. 
Prying chickens were up 4 to 7 
cents a pound in many stores. Most 
beef items were unchanged. Spokes 
men for three large store chains said 
smoked and cooked hams, small 
turkeys and tegs or ramps of veal 
appeared to be among the better 
meat buys. 
Snap beans and beets were plenti­ 
ful and lower-priced, and celery, 


broccoli* eabbage, lettuce and to­ 
matoes were down a little com­ 
pared with last week. Spinach, egg­ 
plant and peppers were in lighter 
supply and higher priced. 
Cantaloupes cost a little more but 
watermelons and honeydews moved 
a little lower. Also lower and plenti­ 
ful: grapes, cherries, plums, apri­ 
cots and figs. Peach« were marked 
down a trifle but most of the sup­ 
plies were still the early varieties 
and produce men said volume ship­ 
ments of the popular freestone yel­ 
low Elbertas were just beginning to 
reach the major markets. 
Blueberries ware abundant and 
reasonable. Raspberries were get­ 
ting harder to find. 
Lemons were a little lower but 
still relatively , high-priced, 
and 
grapefruit and nectarines were up 
slightly.
